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THE EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS AT CHICAGO 
By Rev. A. MALINVERNI, Formerly a Roman Catholic Priest 


(An Address Delivered at Christ’s Mission, Sunday, June 6, 1926.) 


My subject this afternoon is “The 
ucharistic Congress,” which will take 
place on June 20th, in Chicago. 
The holding of Eucharistic Con- 
resses began forty-five years ago. 
hey aré held avowedly for the glori- 
fication of Jesus in the sacrament. The 
urpose of the Eucharistic Congress 
the glorification of the Roman Catho- 
lic dogma of Transubstantiation ; or, in 
her words, the adoration of the wafer, 
hich after the magical words pro- 
nounced by the celebrating priest, ac- 
ding to the Roman Catholic defini- 
tion, contains “the body, blood, soul 
and divinity of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Leaving aside Scriptural arguments on 
this subject I wish to emphasize the 
ssertion of Prof. Filiponti, of Bologna 
University, that “the so-called Sacra- 
ment of the Eucharist, according to the 
teachings of Rome, is an outrage to 
reason on the one hand, and. against 
the Divine Majesty on the other. It 
touches the extreme limits of the ab- 
surd and the impious.” I will now 
deavor to show: 1. The pagan 
igin of this Roman dogma.

and sane people, bread is bread, even 
when it is used on the most solemn 
occasion, that of the observance of the 
Lord’s Supper. It is there regarded as 
being a symbol or type of Christ’s 
body, and we break it and eat it in 
obedience to His command: “This do 
in remembrance of Me.” We are seek- 
ing, while so doing, to recall to mind 
and to realize vividly with grateful and 
loving hearts His atoning death for 
the forgiveness of our sins and for our 
complete salvation. 


But to a Roman Catholic “bread” is 
something very different. By a priest 
pronouncing over it certain words, to 
which they attribute a cabalistic mean- 
ing and a magic power “Hoc est corpus 
meum,’ accompanied by a number of 
movements of the body, throwing up 
of arms, and waving of the hands over 
the elements, after the manner of a 
magician, he changes it into the body 
of‘Christ. It still has the appearance, 
color, taste, form, and other visible 
properties of bread, but these, as the 
Roman Catholics are told by their 
Church to say, are only “accidents” 
while in “essence” and in “substance” 
and in “other invisible properties,” it 
has been changed, to use the words of 
Pope Hildebrand “into the true body 
of Christ which was born of the Virgin 
in property of nature and truth of 
substance.” Thus every celebration 
of the Mass, every benediction with the 
uplifted wafer, every procession with 
the Host, before which the people kneel 
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and worship, every Eucharistic Con- 
gress is an act of idolatry: that is, the 
worshipping of the wafer, which in the 
eyes of Roman Catholics has become a

because it is the glorification of an idol, 
and because it is the continuation of 
certain pagan practises. History bears 
1 There is a 
tendency in nature for everything to 
return to its original type, and in this, 
as in many other things, the Roman 
Catholic Church has returned to an es- 
sentially pagan feature of ancient 
Roman heathenism. The old Romans 
used to worship a god called Liber, and 
a goddess called Libera. Liber pre- 
sided over the cultivation of the fields, 
Libera over that of vineyards. The 
former looked after the grain and the 
latter after the grapes; and so they be- 
came known as the god of bread and 
the goddess of wine. The dictator 
Postumius built a temple to them in 
Rome, near the Circus Flaminius about 
500 B.C., and this temple was re- 
stored about the time of our Lord’s 
birth by Cesar Augustus. In theit 
honor a festival called “Liberalia” was 
instituted. This was celebrated by 
priests in rich dresses of silk, brocade 
and gold, and priestesses, attired ac- 
cording to their orders with crowds of 
devotees, marching in procession from 
the temple through the

cakes, and wine, on a portable altar, 
burning torches, idols and incense, and 
all the usual stage properties of super- 
stition. 

The Eucharistic procession, which 
will be the crowning event of the 
Chicago Congress, is a twentieth cen- 
tury edition of the pagan Liberalia with 
virtually the same idol, the same pomp, 
incense, candles and costly vestments 
of priests, bishops and cardinals. Re- 
ligious processions are pagan in their 
origin. The old Greeks and Romans 
had them in honor of their “gods many 
and lords many” when they desired 
them to stay some plague or avert some 
calamity ; or when they wished to thank 
them for special blessings, such as de- 
liverance from defeat or pestilence, 
earthquake or famine, exactly as the 
Roman Church does everywhere to- 
day. Every town and village in Italy 
has its annual procession in honor of 
its gods and goddesses, Madonnas and 
saints, whose protection is thus invoked. 

For the old pagan Greeks and 
Romans, the procession was a part of 
the religious services they rendered 
their divinities: it was in itself an act 
of worship. And so it is still for these 
pagans of modern times. 

Pope Pius X in his catechism (chap- 
ter ix) explains the meaning of pro- 
cessions in these words: “Solemn 
processions and prayers are made by 
the Church to appease God, and to ren- 
der Him propitious to us in order that 
He may pardon our sins, remove ‘af 
from us His chastisements. .. .” This 
statement alone is sufficient to show 
that the Pope has yet to learn the very

2. Particularly we do right to -pro- 
test when we consider the fundamental 
antagonism of this Roman doctrine of 
Transubstantiation to our beliefs, and 
the open challenge thrown in the face 
of Protestantism by this ostentatious 
celebration. The glorification of the 
“wafer” is equivalent to a public proc- 
lamation that the Roman Church is 
ready to curse and to persecute all those 
who deny this central doctrine of her 
system. 

It is well and good to talk about 
toleration, but no sensible man tolerates 
that which will not tolerate him. The 
curses which the Council of Trent has 
formulated against Protestants are still 
binding in the Roman Church. Hear 
them: “If any one shall deny that in 
the Sacrament of the most Holy 
Eucharist there are contained truly, 
réally and substantially the body, and 
biood together with the soul and 
Divinity of our Lord Jesus, and there- 
fore the whole Christ, and shall say 
that He is only in it by sign, or figure, 
or_ influence, let him be accursed.” 

The Eucharistic Congress of Chicago 
proclaims again to America and to the 
world this curse against all Protestants. 
Shall we, then, say “amen,” to all the 
Shall 
we take it as an honor that the Pope is 
sending his Legate, and calling on 
bishops and cardinals of the world to 
curse us and all that is most dear to 
our American Protestantism? And

yet, without claiming to possess the par- 
ticular gift of prophecy, I feel quite 
sure that many so-called Protestants 
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will feel flattered by having the 28th 
Eucharistic Congress in America, and 
that some Governors and Representa- 
tives, and even the President will either 
send words of congratulations or honor 
with their presence this great Roman 
Catholic gathering. 


It is really hard to decide whether it 
be a matter for laughing, or for weep- 
ing, to see Protestants and representa- 
tives of American liberties give thanks 
to those who curse them. They will 
not hesitate td praise the celebration of 
the strangest of all human supersti- 
tions. They will overlook the fact 
that the Roman Church in order to de- 
fend what it calls “the central mystery 
of our religion” not only has cursed all 
who reject it, but that it has im- 
prisoned, tortured and killed tens of 
thousands of such in the past when it 
had the power to do so. At least fifty 
thousand, Flemings and Germans, 
were hanged, burned or buried alive 
under the Emperor Charles V. Add to 
this the long agony of Holland, and in 
the revolt against Philip II, of Spain; 
the Thirty Years War in Germany, the 
ever-recurring butcheries of theHugue- 
nots in France, and I remember that the 
Roman Church alone with its dogma 
of Transubstantiation was at the bot- 
tom of all these atrocities. The 
horrors of the French Revolution were 
a mere bagatelle, a mere Summer 
shower compared with the wholesale 
murders committed in the name of this 
“wafer god.” Why? Motley tells us 
in his “Rise of the Dutch Republic” 
that “on February 16, 1568, a sentence 
of the Holy Office condemned all the 
inhabitants of Netherlands to death as 
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heretics. Three millions of people— 
men, women and children were sen- 
tenced to the scaffold in three lines!” 
We may be willing to forgive and for- 
get the past, but we cannot counte- 
nance or approve this contemporar: 
celebration of the central idolatry and 
superstition of the Roman system, 
which has destroyed so many noble 
lives of God’s true worshippers. We 
must not forget, or even disguise the 
fact that, given the power, the Church 
of Rome, will again persecute, hang, 
burn and destroy all those who deny the 
wafer god.

We hope, too, that one result of the 
Fellowship of Prayer—and Works 
will be individual effort on the part of 
its members for the personal en- 
lightenment of their Catholic neigh- 
bors and friends.

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rifice that Christ made on the Cross 
was sufficient in the sight of God to 
vindicate the broken law so far as you 
were concerned, and that there is no 
need for you to.take part in any “un- 
bloody sacrifice” for sin by any such 
ceremony. You can say that you

Instead of telling its people that 
the Blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth 
them from all sin, the Church expects 
them to keep on sinning all their 
lives long, even though they get ab- 
solution from a priest every week. 
This kind of testimony will interest 
any pious Catholic, and even if not 
much seems to be done at the mo- 
ment, that person cannot help being im- 
pressed by what you say, especially 
if they know that your life and con- 
versation bear out your words.

The New York “World,” May 
17, had an odd about the

Aclum, College Point, to the Domini- 
can Convent of Perpetual Adoration 
at Newark, N. J., the previous day. 
He went to see Sister Mary Agnes, 
formerly Rose Goldstein. She was 
a daughter of a synagogue sexton, 
and had taken the veil two weeks be- 
fore. The newspaper said: “For two 
hours he stood on one side of the 
double iron grating and asked ques- 
tions. Sister Mary Agnes, standing 
her Mother Superior, 
swered from the other side. During 
the two hours, Benjamin Goldstein, 
the father, trudged up and down out- 
side the high stone wall of the con- 
vent, unmindful of the pouring rain.

the blind man, the son of Timeus, sat by the wayside begging. Who, when he had heard 
that it was Jesus of Nazareth, begam to cry out, and to say: Jesus, son of David, have mercy 
on me, And many rebuked ‘him, that he might hold his peace, but he cried a great deal the 
mor Son of David, have mercy on me. And Jesus, standing still commanded him to be 


Who casting off his garment leapt up and came to him. And Jesus answering, said 
to him, What wilt thou that I should do to thee? And the blind man said to him: Rabboni, 
that I may see. And Jesus saith to him: Go thy way, thy faith hath made thee whole. And 
immediately he saw, and followed him in the way.—Mark x, 46-52. 


ast month the high priests of Rome staged one of the most elaborate and 
“splendid” spectacles at Chicago that the world has ever seen. So far as 
earthly pomp and splendor are concerned, the display of gold and jewels and 
the other elements that go to make up the “glory” of this world by and for men 
arrayed in robes the hue of which reminded one of the blood of countless saints 
of the Most High shed at the instance of their Church in days gone by, it left 
little to desire. And the supreme moment of the whole function came when the 
Papal Legate exalted the Host in his hands, and the assembled thousands knelt 
before that consecrated wafer rendering to it latria, the worship due to God 
alone, as prescribed by the Council of Trent, in treating of Transubstantiation. 
The canon is quoted further on. (In passing we may say that there is nothing 
whatever in the Douay Bible to justify the man-made distinctions of dulia, 
hyperdulia or latria in respect of worship.) 


this act of worship was one of direct violation of the second commandment 
of the Decalogue, as rendered in the King James Version of the Bible. “Thou 
shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or any likeness of any thing that is 
in Heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water under 
the earth: thou shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve them.” 


\nd the Council of Trent says: “There is, therefore, no room for doubt 
but that the faithful of Christ should adore the most holy sacrament with that 
highest worship due to the true God [latria], according to the constant usage 
in the Catholic Church. Nor is it the less to be adored, that it was instituted by 
Christ our Lord to be eaten.” “If any one shall say that this holy sacrament 
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should not be adored, nor solemnly carried about in procession, nor held up 
publicly to the people to adore it, or that its worshippers are idolaters, let 
him be accursed.” (Con. Trid., sess. xiii, c. 5, can. 6). 

We do not now seek to controvert the Roman theory or practise of the Sacri- 
fice of the Mass, but to set forth to you, dear Roman Catholic reader, a more 
excellent way. And the story of Bartimeus from your own Bible tells the 
story very plainly. We are sure you cannot remember one occasion out of all 
the hundreds you have “adored” the consecrated wafer or lifted your hat in 


honor of the Blessed Sacrament when passing a church, when you received any 


spiritual good from the act—beyond the satisfaction that you had obeyed a com- 
mand of your Church. 

In a long publicity article in the New York “World,” June 6, occurs this 
sentence: “Cardinals and prelates of every rank . . . will carry the gold and 
jewelled ostensoriums containing The Host ... and make the sign of the cross 
over the bowed heads of thousands with the monstrance-enclosed Eucharistic 
God.” And in another article on the same page Rev. Francis P. Duffy, D.D., 
of New York, says: “They [Catholics] worship the Holy Eucharist as Christ 
under another form so they pray to it [sic| the honors due to divinity.” 

It would be hard to express the idea of blasphemous idolatry in more com- 
plete form. 

Every sinner in the world suffers from a serious spiritual malady—the do- 
minion of sin; and you and all other Catholics are continually reminded of this 
by your priests. Like Bartimeus, you know the malady from which you suffer. 
But unlike the blind man, few of you have been told that Jesus can heal you of 
that malady, but that is a fact, nevertheless. 

Bartimeus had heard that Christ had healed many sick people, and he believed 
He could heal him also. And at the very first opportunity he had, he pray: 
to the Master Himself for the blessing he desired. He did not call upon ai 
of the Apostles to ask Christ to heal him. He appealed to Him direct. “So 
of David, have mercy on me!” — And he kept on crying out his appeal, thoug 
some people tried to make him hold his peace. The Blessed Lord heard |! 
cry, stood still to await the blind man’s approach, and told bystanders to k 


him to where He stood. When Bartimeus was told that our Lord was calling 


for him he lost no time in doing his own: part towards obtaining the ahswe 
his own prayer. He not only leapt up,” but he cast off his outer garm 
so that it should not impede his movements. (Not a few people lose blessi 
they really desire because they will not remove certain things from their he: 
and lives that are contrary to the will of God for them or that hinder them f: 
being or doing what He wants them to be or do.) 

When the blind man reached the Master, the latter asked him what he 
sired, and received an instant reply that he wanted the gift of sight. The 
sponse of Christ was equally prompt and plain: “Go thy way, thy faith | 
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nade thee whole ;” as these words of love and power were uttered, “immediately” 
he gift of sight was bestowed ; and no one feels surprised to read that Bartimeus 
followed Him in the way.” 


Most Catholics, we presume, are sincere seekers after God and His righteous- 
ess, whose lives have been a continuous series of confessions and absolutions, 
oing to Mass every Sunday, and obeying particular commands of the Church 
any days every year. Yet to-day they have no more peace of soul than they 
had ten years ago. The sins that specially beset particular individuals have just 

s much power over them—if not more; and all these observances have failed 
to bring any real comfort or happiness into their lives. Not one Catholic of all 
the thousands who adored the Host at Chicago could tell you of one real benefit 
received to his or her soul from that act of latria—the worship due to God Him- 
self—toward the Host. 
















Now let Bartimeus show you the way to our Lord Himself, as did those men 
who led him to Christ. 





Instead of confessing your sins to a priest confess them to Christ Himself. 
l)on’t waste time asking the Virgin Mary or alleged “saints” to intercede with 
llim on your behalf. In Isaias lv, 6, we read, “Seek ye the Lord, while He may 
he found: call upon Him, while He is near.” And our Lord Himself says: 
“Him that cometh to me, I will not cast out.”” In addressing the Saviour, say that 
up to your will power you then and there give up and abandon everything in 
uur life that you feel to be sinful; that you wish Him to forgive all the sins 
the past and to deliver you from the power of sin now‘and in-the future. He

ill hear and answer your prayer, and you may experience an immediate sense 
joy and peace resulting from that answer. This, however, does not happen 


all cases, and if it does not at the moment come to you, keep on believing that 








ur prayer has been heard, and act as if you enjoyed the feeling. You will 
obably find that particular forms of transgression have lost their power over 


uu, and that many faults that you have told the priest about scores of time-in 
nfession it is easy for you to avoid. But keep on asking our Lord daily to 
veal His will to you as to things you should do and leave undone, and obey 
His voice in your own soul as it shall be heard by your spiritual ear. 












Prayers to Christ Himself from sinners never go without answers of some

Make the story of Bartimeus your own. You know you are a sinner, and 
though your Church has never told you that Jesus came to save you FROM your 
sins, your own Bible tells you so in Matthew i, 21, and you can find many people 
in your neighborhood who can tell you they know it to be true from their own 
e\ perience. 3elieve that He not only can save you, but that He will, and ex- 
press that faith in your prayer, as Bartimeus did in his. 





If you imitate Bar- 
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timeus up to this point, our Lord will supply the end of that chapter in your per- 
sonal history in the same way as He ended the blindness of Bartimeus—“Thy 
faith hath made thee whole.” 

And the change in your life will be as great as that wrought in that of Bar- 
timeus. Far greater indeed, because the boon he received was only physical 
while yours will be spiritual. Gone will be your fear of the imaginary wrath 
of God the Father that is now sought to be appeased by, the daily offering of 
the unbloody Sacrifice of the Mass; the fear of Purgatory after death; the 
waste of time in praying to the Virgin Mary and the saints who cannot hear a 
word you say any more than Buddha, or Brahma, or Siva, or: Gashmu, or any 
other of the imaginary deities of Asia, hear their devotees; gone will be your 
bondage to man-made doctrines, decrees and ordinances of your Church that 
cannot be found in your own New Testament. You will enter upon an entirely 
new life—that which is described by our Lord and His Apostles in the New 
Testament, and one of the principal features of which is joy. You will be 
able to obey the injunction of St. Paul to the Philippians: “Rejoice in the Lord

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CATHOLIC FAILURES AT POLITICAL “DEMOCRACIES” 


And now Portugal. First Italy, 
then Spain, then Greece, and then 
Poland. The last is the fifth example 
within the last few years in Europe 
of the failure of Catholic people to 
make workable “democracy” of the 
type prevalent in this country, Great 
Britain, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Switzerland and Holland. The five 
nations named have retrograded from 
rule at least measurably of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people, to 
virtual dictatorship. 

The Catholic peoples are not to be 
\lamed because they wish to improve 
their conditions political and eco- 
nomic, Not at all. It is only natural 
that should do Their 
error consists in overlooking the fun- 
damental fact that Catholicism—of 
cither Western or Eastern pattern— 
s irreconcilably antagonistic to de- 
mocracy of the American type, and 
that they have been trying to get the 
truit of Protestant democracy from 
whose roots are of Catholic 
theocratic autocracy.

These last few failures in Europe 
mphasize those of all the Republics 
f South America, although in some 
f these countries the failure has been 
nore pronounced than in others. But 
i all these countries it may be said 
at they have tried to have the Presi- 
cent (as an institution) before they 
have rid themselves of the priest (as 
institution) and are ruled by 
“vroups” while the free nations are 
verned through “parties.”

Protestant Anglo-Saxon “democ- 
racy” but to make and keep them 
workable. And this with such satis- 
factory practical results in all the de- 
partments of national life that the 
priest-ridden nations have tried to 
improve things for themselves by 
adopting their written constitutions. 
Sut “constitutions” on paper must be 
worked by men who have enough 
knowledge of what the body politic 
needs to conduct the affairs of the 
government so as to meet them. Such 
men are, in the very nature of things, 
very scarce in Catholic countries. 

And to this may be added that in 
no Catholic country is there any real 
Public Opinion. Such a thing can- 
not exist in any country with a high 
percentage of illiteracy, and priest- 
craft is as closely tied up with illiter- 


acy as Rome is with Rum.
